\ T the fame Time that we are told, 
eA} that Ingratitude is worfe than the 





that "tis an univerfal Evil attending 
the State of Humanity. Nothing 
is more common in private Life than 
to fee one Perfon repaying the good 
Offices of another with ill; nay, we have all feen a Set of 
State-Implements, after having been received into Mercy on 
their fubmiffive Deprecations, turn on their generous Bene- 
fafors, and literally verifying the Proverb, of faving an ill 
Man to one’s own Deftruction. 


National Ingratitude is likewife an epidemical Vice, and 
frequently occurring to Obfervation in every Age. We 
contributed fuccefsfully towards eftablifhing the Freedom 
and Independency of the Dutch againft the Spaniards, and 
nifed them from the abje€t Condition of the poor diftre/s'd 
States of Holland, to the very Pinacle of Migh and Mighty! 
and yet how ungratefully have we been treated by them 
‘ill the Rewolution, when the Wifdom and Policy of King 
William the Third, reconciled the two Maritime Powers, 
and fhewed their common Intereft lay in their reciprocal 
Friendfhip and Defence ; and yet no fooner was the King 
dead, than they were, by, Degrees, withdrawing from the 
joint Intereft and fetting up a feparate one. Tho’, by the 
Peace of Utrecht, (of which I now begin to entertain a more 
fivourable Opinion than I once thought I could) we pro- 
curd them a good Barricr, better I doubt than we, in this 
Age, fhall ever fee them poffefs’d of again; yet they fell in 
with the Views of France, their natural Enemy, againit us 
and the Houfe of Aufria, and ruined the two firft Cam- 
pains of this prefent War, by an avow’d Attachment to the 
Meafures of the common Enemy. 


We fav’d Saveden during the Minority of Charles XII. 
fom the Oppreffion of the Mu/covites, Saxons, and Danes ; 
and yet how ungratefully has that Nation proved to us, 
and continues ftill, notwithftanding the natural Inclination 
oftheir King, in the Intereft of France againft us? Their 
hte Iron-Head Hero, as the Turks called him, to retaliate 
wr maintaining him on his Throne would, without regard 
toall his boafted Proteftantifm, have complimented us with 
toring the Power of Popery among us under a King of 
that Perfuafion. ‘Thofe who would fain extenuate his in- 
confiftent Conduét on this Occafion, under the Impulfe of 
Provocation, fhould remember, that if he had any Quarrel 
with the Elelorate of Hanover, ’tis there he ought to have 
‘ought for Satisfaétion, and not againft the State and Intereft 
Creat Britain. 


We ftood faft Friends to the Houfe of Braganza againft 
‘jain, and not only put them cn the Throne of Portugal, 
tut have eftablifhed, and, in a great Meafure, maintained 
tiem on it ever fince. Tis but a few Years ago we faved 
“em from being over-run by the fuperior Force and Strength 
Spain, and fent a powerful Fleet, at a very great national 
“pence, under the Command of Sir Fobn Norris, to Lis- 
"ny for that Purpofe ; where they were ftationed for the 
“Vice of the Portugwexe for many Months together, which 
“aged feveral of our Ships, if not the whole Fleet, and 





put us toa confiderable additional Expence to refit, as foon 
as they arrived home, after having aw’'d Spain into a Peace 
with our Ally. Well! and what Ingratitude can be im- 
puted in this Cafe to Portugal ?—~- Why—why—why— 
none at all, if you pleafe. The Portuguexe are a moft 
*grateful People. But I was furprized to hear, that a 
certain Nation, every Bit as much obliged to us, fhould, 
during this laft War, not only ftab and murder our gallant 
Sailors as often as they were found ftraggling in {mall Par- 
ties about the Capital of the Kingdom, but that the very 
Miniftry there fhould fall treacheroufly into the Meafures of 
the very Power that rivals their Mafter’s ‘Throne (and from 
whofe rapacious Jaws we have fo lately faved them) fo far 
far as to proflitute the R***1 Dignity and the Honour of 
their Country, by fitting out a Ship of War to go upon fuch 
an important Piece of Service for our common Enemy, as 
to fetch home privately their Jndiaz Treafures, which we 
had becn at fo great an Expence to lock up by oar Fleets 
fo long within their foreign Ports; and fo enable them to 
carry on the War againft us, and to infift on fuch ‘Terms 
of Peace as never enter’d into their Heads before: This too 
at a Time when they were amufing our refiding Minifter 
at their Court with a falfe Shew of Mediation, in certain 
Negociations that was fet afoot for a feparate Peace! pro- 
moted by themfelves, no doubt, under the Influence of the 
wily Houfe of Bourbon, with no other View than to faci- 
litate the Projet of fetching home the Treafures of their 
own inveterate and hardly ever-to-be reconciled Enemy, in 
order to be ufed againft their faithful Friends and gencrous 
Benefactors ! 








This Court became, all of a fudden, fo very fond of 
Mediation, that they would fain have obtruded one of their 
Body upon us and our Allies, as a Mediator at the general 
Negociation of Peace, that was foon to enfue. 1 believe 
we fhould have fallen into the Snare prepar'd for us, if our 
Allies had not taken Umbrage at the Over-readinefs of the 
Bourbon Family in acquiefcing firft in the officious Offer, and 
afterwards in making that faithlefs Mediation the Sine gua 
non of their Terms of negociating. 


This is a Conduct that deferves the moft reproachful Re- 
monftrances that can be made through all the Courts of 
Europe, and a peremptory Demand of Satisfaction at the 
faithlefs Court where the Treachery was formed and tranf- 





aéted. Oliver Cromwell would have fent the very Fleet | 


that fo lately faved them, to revifit their Capital on far 
other Terms than they had been upon before, perhaps to in- 
fift on having the venal Counfellors, who betray’d the Ho 
nour of their King and Country, in advifing or counte- 
nancing fo bafe a Piece of Perfidy, into his Hands, in order 
to hang them at the Yard-Arm. It refle&ls a very great 
Difhonour on our own adb/e Miniftry, and the undeferved 
Contempt they are held in, at this difingenuous Court, as 
if they had not Refolution to refent fo grofs and fo perni- 
cious an Affront againft the public Community under their 
Government. Had an enterprizing M***r been at the 
Helm of our public Affairs, thefe faithlefs Daflards (as they 
proved themfelves in all Queen Anne's Wars) would not 
have dared to entertain as much as a fingle Thought, in 
Derogation of the Honour of Great Britain, much lefs to 
enter into private Meafures with her Enemies, inconfiltent 


with the Treaties fubfifting betwcen the two Nations. 





The next Piece of News I expect to hear is, that the 
known Wifdom and experienc'd Abilities of our Minitter there, 
have prompted him to aflert his Country's Honour, {fo far 
far as to have withdrawn from the Court and Capital of 
that Kingdom, ‘tili the Pleafure of his Royal Mafter is 
known, and that he receives further Inftructions how to 
comport himfelf on this moft flagrant Affront ; and furely 
no lefs can be expected from the adroit Negociator of Lewia- 
than's *famous Convention ? Who, no doubt, is, by 
thefe People, confidered in the fame Light with his 
Patrons. 


Surely the Britis Miniftry, who have exerted themfelves 
fo lately againft a certain Northern Court, for only purfuing 
a State-Criminal, who tools Shelter in the Houfe of our 
Refiding Minifler to that Court, will not fail of thewing 
the like Spirit of Refentment for the far more important 
Violation of public Faith and Rights of Nations, in the 
injurious Deception put upon us for the Service done, and 
Afliilance given to, a Power at open War with us. "T'was 
a premeditated Infraction of ‘T'reaties, little fhort of a De- 
claration of War, as the Injury was done by a Gowernment- 
Ship, with fpecial Orders from Court for her Conduét, 
and more particularly to conceal her Deflination and 
Courfe! 


Tho’ the Proteftant Powers have been long very loofe and 
vague in their religious Confiderations, with refpeét to their 
political Connexions and Intereft ; yet the Roman Catholic 
Powers, however oppofite their political Concerns may be, 
feldom lofe Sight of the common Intereft of their religious 
Principles, and are ever apt to favour an Enemy of their 
own Perfuafion againft even a Protefiant Ally. ‘This per- 
fidious Conduét of the aforementioned ungrateful Court 
evinces this Maxim. ‘There are fome other bigotted Courts 
that have, not many Years fince, given us fome Specimens 
of the like Behaviour ; infomuch, that I have long wifhed 
it were practicable for us to difengage ourfelves from all 
political Connexions with any of them, and to reconcile 
the jarring Interefts of the Prote/ant Nations, fo as to be- 
come united in one general Alliance; which, confidering 
the Wealth and Streng:h of the Maritime Powers, would 
be upon a lar with the Roman Catholics, at leatt (asa great 
Statefman in the Coalition faid in the late Election) in every 
thing ut Numbers. But this is wholly impra@ticable, un. 
lefs the Netherlands thou!d fall under the Dominion of a 
Proteflant Head. 


Were it poflible, that a Conduct of this ungenerous kind 
could be imputed to the mtortou//y-gratful Court of ***, 
I fhould think it incumbent upon me to fufpend my Belief 
"ull I had examined into the Bottom of it; and perhaps, 
maugte all Appearances, conclude at laft, it was no other- 
wife intended than to turn the Tables on thofe, who would 
have feduced them to aft fo contrary to their Alliance and 
Gratitude, in order to throw into our Hands the Treafures 
of their unrighteous Neighbour, to make us Satisfaction for 
the great Expence we had been at in equipping out and fo 
long maintaining fo large a Fleet for their Service. ‘This 
would have been a Mafler-Stroke of Policy! and much 
more for their [lonour than to betray their I’riends to 
a determined Hereditary Enemy.
